Ezechias after that he was crowned king of Iuda, 
purged the temple,aflembled the prieſts and Leuites 


to burne incenſe, He wrote letters to Ephraim & Ma-- 


naſfſeh,touching the celebration of the Paſſeouer at 


Icruſfalem. He commanded his ſubie&s to breake the 


images, to cut downethe groues, to.breake downe 
the high places and altars in Inda and Beniamin, 
in Ephraimand Manaſſeh . He appoynted the cour- 
ſes of the Prieſtes and Leuites by their turnes, euery 
man according to his office, for the burnt offerings 
and peace offerings, to Miniſter and to giue thankes, 
2.Chron.29.30.c4 31.Chap. All theſe wereReligion ca- 
ſes . Nothing was done in the kingdome of [uda, but 
by thekings commaundement. 

Theking of Babylon ereted a golden Image in the 
prouince of Babel, The Chaldeans worſhipped that 
Image. Sidrach, Miſach, and Abednego , which 


were of the Iewiſhnation,refuſed, They were caſt in- 
| to 
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to a fiery fornace, by thekings commaundement. 
Almightie God preſerued them miraculouſly: The 
fire had nopower ouertheir bodies : not a haire of 
their head was burnt, their garments werenotchan- 
ged,no ſmell of fire came vpon them.. Nabuchodo- 
noſor ſeeing this miraculous deliuerance , prayſed 
God and made a godly Lawe. His wordes are theſe : 
Bleſſed be God of Sidrach, Miſach,and Abeanego,who hath 
ſent his Angel and delinered his ſeruants, that put their 
truſt in him, andibea; changed the kings commandement & 
haue eelded their bodies, rather then they would ſerme or 
worſhip any god ſane their owne God : therefore I make a de- 
cree,that entry people, nation and lauguage,which ſpeake any 
Uaſphemie againſt the God of Sidrach, Miſach,and Abedne- 
g0,/valbe drawen in preces,and their houſes ſhall bee mads a
